This initial number of volume II has been devoted exclusively 
to the records of the Atlanta Convention and to an article which 
came with the request of the Kansas chapter that it should be printed 
at the earliest possible date. Its relation to the matters discussed 
at the Convention seemed to justify the omission this time of some 
regular departments which will hereafter appear in their usual 
places.
